On  account  of  the  extreme  severity  of  the 
weather,  and  the  incidental  delays  to  travel- 
ing experienced,  several  collectors  who  had 
started  from  a distance  with  the  intention  of 
attending  the  sale  were  unable  to  reach  New 
York  in  time.
